The United States Trustee Program has determined that accredited universities and
community colleges are eligible to apply to become providers of personal financial management
instructional courses using a streamlined version of the Application for Approval as a Provider of a
Personal Financial Management Instructional Course (the “Application”) (OMB Form No. 1105-
0085; Expiration Date 12/31/05).

(1) Application; and (2) Application Instructions from the United States Trustee’s Internet website
located at www.usdoj.gov/ust.  Notwithstanding the directions contained in the Application
Instructions, accredited institutions must complete only the following portions of the Application:
